The nine Arab ofl producers imposed their em- 
bargo against the U.S. and the Netherlands last 
October because of these two countries’ support 
of Ysrael during the Yom Kippur war. There 
was no mention in the announcement of lifting 
the embargo against Holland and Denmark, and 
Sandi Arabia said the ban on the Netherlands 
would continue. 

‘There was also no reference to reduction of the 
15 per cent production cut-backs imposed by’ the 
nine Arab nations to pressure industrialized coun- 
tries of the west into a pro-Arab stand on the 
Middle Hast. 

The six countries who lifted the embargo un- 


conditionally were Abu Dhabi, Bahrein, Egypt, 
Qatar and Saudi Arabia. 

The US. ‘takes eight per cent of its total fuel 
needs on oil imports from the Middle East. 

The announcement was made after a 90-minute 
Meeting of Arab oil ministers in a final attempt 
to reach an unanimous accord. 

Syrian Ofl Minister Jabr el Kefri refused com- 
ment on the announcement but Arab ΟἹ] sources 
said Syria and Libya had refused to Uft the em- 
bargo unless it was linked to further Israeli troop 
withdrawals. 

‘The announcement said the ministers also agreed 
to treat Italy and West Germany as friendly coun- 
tries and to meet their petroleum needs. 

Saudi Arabion Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
told a news conference: “With regard to Saudi 
Arabia and the other countries that signed the 
agreement our_interpretation 15 that the embargo 
is lifted. 

“The embargo against the Netherlands will con- 
nue,” Yamani said. 

He said the countries which had lifted the em- 
bargo would “increase production to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the agreement. The United States 
will get all the oil it needs.”

Customs officials have decided to 
stop receiving the public on Mondays 
and Tuesdays every week and slow 
down their other work until further 
notice, 

This does not apply to the pas- 
senger terminal in Lod, security 
cargoes or the effects of new im- 
migrants. 

According to the Customs Depart- 
ment, the dispute is not really with 
them, but with a public committee 
appointed to adjudicate on the cus- 
toms men's claim for al 
lowances. The committee is headed 
by Shmuel Zhitelny, of the Histad- 
mut — which, incidentally, does not 
support the workers' sanctions, 

The committee was appointed Jast 
September but its work was inter- 
rupted by the war. The strikers 
want it to speed up its activities. 
Also, they are discontented with 
the way the committee ia proceed- 
ing fearing that in the end, too few 
Officials will get too little allowance. 

Yaacov Friedler reports from 
Haifa that in connection with the 
slowdown the country’s customs 
clearing agents will stop clearing 
goods from customs for their cus- 
tomers tomorrow. ‘Thelr move could 


effectively block the ports. 

A representative of the Agents’ 
Unton said yesterday that the go- 
slow was nerve racking and worse 
than a full strike as it reduced 
efficiency by over 70 per cent. 

They hope their action will force 
the Treasury to reach a settlement 
with the Customs workers. If the 
agents stop clearing import car- 
goes, this could soon clog the coun- 
try'’s ports as most of the goods 
will be stuck In the ports after 
being unloaded. In Haifa alone, 300 
cargoes are cleared through customs 
daily, ylelding the Treasuty ILd0m. 

The Halfa port spokesman said 
yesterday that work 
would not be affected by the strike 
for the next few days. The clearing 
agents have dozens of clearance 
forms for incoming cargoes and the 
port has sufficient space for a 
considerable quantity of goods. 

However, if the strike lasted for 
8 longer period, the situation would 
become serious. It was reported that 
in Ashdod harbour, which has just 
returned to normal following the 
war, the situation would deteriorate 
much faster, and at-.the Ben-Gurion 
airport too, the situation may 
shortly become critical.

Banker urges linking of 
mortgages to Cost of Living 


TEL AVIV. — Mortgage borrowers 
will no longer be able to repay their 
loans with depreciated money if Dr. 
Ernst Lehmann, board chairman of 
the General Mortgage Bank, gets his 
way. 

Dr. Lehmann, speaking to a Bank 
stockholders’ meeting here yesterday, 
sald that the continuing inflation 
made it desirable thet mortgages 
henceforth be linked to the cost-of- 
living index for at least part of their 
term of repayment. He suggested 
that, for example, an_ eight-year 
mortgage be made linked for Its last 
two years, 

As things are now, he said, the 
taxpayers are in effect subsidizing 
mortgage borrowers. There was & 
danger that easing the present sys- 
tem for borrowers would attract into 
the housing market money that could 
be more profitably invested else- 
where. 

Turning to building, Dr. Lehmann 
noted that the cost of bullding a 
flat had risen 40 per cent last year, 
even though building industry wages 


had gone up only 28 per cent, Ex- 
pected further rises in the costs of 
materials made it imperative to 
cheapen building, by standardizing 
such ports as doors and windows— 
ἃ thing already done in Europe and 
the U.S.

rest.

— U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John Sirica ruled yes- 
terday that a secret grand jury 
report on President Nixon’s role in 
Watergate should be delivered to 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
Judiciary Committee for its im- 
peachment inquiry. 

Sirlea said in his 22-paze opinion 
that “‘the person on whom the re- 
port focuses, the President of the 
US., has not objected to its release 
to the committee. 


“Other persons are involved only 
indirectly,” Sirica said. 

He also said the report “draws 
noaccusatory conclusions... it . ren- 
ders no moral or social judgments. 
The report is a simple and straight- 
forward kompilation of information 
gathered by the grand jury, and 
no more,” 

The grand jury gave Sirica the 
report on March 1, along with an 
indictment charging seven former 
Nixon administration and campaign 
aides with conspiracy to block the 
probe of the Watergate break-in. 

The report and a satchel filled 
with evidence were said by sources 
to concern President Nixon's role 
im Watergate. The grand jury re- 
portedly asked Sirica to give it to 
the House impeachment inquiry. 

Sirica, who steps down as chief 
judge of the U.S. District Court in

Anarchist tried for Milan bombing 


CATANZARO, Italy. — Anarchist 
Pletro Valpreda, charged with mass 
murder in Italy’s worst terror at- 
tack in 50 years — a 1969 Milan 
bank bombing in which 16 persons 
died — went on trial yesterday with 
mine other persons in a heavily 
guarded makeshift courtroom. But 
the judge, Celestino Zeuli, postponed 
the trial to March 27 after a con- 
ference with defence lawyers. No 
Particular reason was given. 

The judge said when the trial 
resumes, it would be held on every 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. Yes- 
terday’s session was confined to the 


‘Valpreda, whose three years in 
prison without trial led to a reform 
of Italy’s bail system, is accused 
of the bomb explosion at a Milan 
bank on December 12, 1969, in 
which 16 people died and about 
100 were injured.

Now the question is whether 
the investment incerrtives currently 
offered are sufficient to guarantee 
ful employment and solid growth. 
The privileges enjoyed by approved 
enterprises are coming under mount- 
ing criticism, but proapects for their 
abolition are mo longer seen 85 
practical. When last November the 
import surcharge was raised to 25 
ΕΣ cent, the five per cent incre- 
ment was also applied to imports 
of (mew) approved enterprises, In 
order not to increase thelr advant- 
age compared with ordinary com- 
panies, it was then officially argued. 
Hlowever, the new tax rates for 
company profits announced last week 
enhance the “approved” tax benefit 
more than had ever been intended.

A project 
located in the no-priortty area would 
thus be entitled to a development 
credit to the tune of 45 per cent 
of its assets, whereas one located 
in a top priority area would get 55 
per cent. The committee suggested 
that the additional loan would be 
provided at the market rate of in- 
terest, which is, of course, 10 and 
more per cent above the 6.5 ta 9 
per cent charged for development 
loans.

Concerning his pressing recom- 
mendation for higher interest rates 
on loans to the business commu- 
nity, this correspondent recalled the 
reaction of Haim Bar-Lev, Minister 
of Commerce and Industry, who 
stated in a recent press conference 
that he would have no objection to 
lifting interest rates, if industry 
could be ted for the added 
cost through aid in some other form. 

Mr. Sanbar believes no compen- 
sation is needed.

Both fmancing programmes re- 
commended by the subcommittee 
would apply to projects carried out 
up to mid-1975, by which time the 
economy is expected to have re- 
covered sufficiently to dispense with 
such special incentives. Incidental- 
ly, by that time the legal provisions 
for granting capital grants will have 
‘also come to an end, and the ques- 
tion will have to be faced whether 
or not to maintain the current tax 
benefits for approved enterprises. The

WASHINGTON (Nana). — 
EENATOR Henry Jackson's pro- 
posal that the Suez Canal be 
demilitarized prior to reopening 
serves to an unusual degree two 
interests ordinarily regarded as in- 
compatible: the cause of world 
peace and the furtherance of impor- 
tant U.S. strategic objectives. 

In a Senate speech delivered on 
March 7, the Washington Democrat 
called on the Administration to 
initiate immediate negotiation of an 
international agreement to close the 
Suez Canal te the warships “of all 
outside powers” and specifically those 
of the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

Although Jackson — perhaps in- 
tentionally in a proposal of such 
proad dimensions and implication — 
felled to define the excepted powers 
whose warships 
Canal, such a formulation would 
probably limit military transit of 
the waterway to ships of Egypt 
and Israel, and, by extension, of 
nations on the Red Sea — namely, 
Sudan, Ethiopia, Jordan, Saudi Ara- 
bia, and North (but not South) 
Yemen. 


Prevent arms race 


Apart from the prima facie case 
that even-handed demilitarization of 
the Suez Canal to all outsiders 
represents a substantial initiative 
for veorld peace, Jackson advanced 
the telling argument that such a 
step would “stop an arms race in 
the Indian Ocean before it starts.” 

With the Canal now closed, all 
major naval powers find it difficult 
to deploy large forces into the 
Indian Ocean. 

Britain, of course, has historically 
relied on the Suez Canal as her 
gateway to the East. To put squa- 
drons into the Indian Ocean, Russia 
must either deploy from distant 
‘Vladivostok or from the Black Sea 
— over 19,000 kms. from Odessa to 
the Persian Gulf via Cape Horn. 
The United States must similarly

move a carrier task force from the 
Pacific to the Arabian Sea, although 
the run from Norfolk to the Per- 
sian Gulf via Cape Horn is only 
4,800 kms. longer than that via 
Suez. 

On the other hand, once the Canal 
is reopened, Russia cuts her steam- 
ing distance from Odessa to the gulf 
by nearly two-thirds — down to 
5,000 kms — and thus becomes, by 
thousands of kilometres, the nearest 
large naval power to the Persian 
Guif, the east coast of Africa and 
the Indian subcontinent, It also be- 
comes the only naval power able 
on short notice to flood the Indian 
Ocean with an entire combetant 
fleet or fleets: the mighty Soviet 
Mediterranean fleet, quickly backed 
up by her Black Sea feet. 


Russian objective 
For these reasons, réopening~ the 
Canal is and has been an overriding 


Russian strategic objectivé and no 
doubt in underwriting the Yom Kip-

By closing the Indian Ocean te
